By  to-days  nail  I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  "Occident"  containing 
pidture  of  the  new  church  at  Metlakahtla,  Alaska,  and  also  an  article  on 
that  wonderful  Mission. 

I  was  with  Mr.  Duncan  ten  days  and  had  a  most  royal  tine.  Of 
course,  we  talked  about  everything  in  connection  with  Missions.  I  was 
surprised  that  he  was  receiving  nothing  fron  the  doverment  towards 
educating  his  Indians  there. 

he  said  that  an  appropriation  had  been  nade  and  a  commission 
sent  for  him  to  sign  as  a  teacher,  which  he  could  not  conscientiously 
sign  as  he  was  not  teaching  himself  but  employing  others  to  teach.  I 
assured  him  that  irj  my  opinion  he  was  putting  a  wrong  construction  upon 
the  commies  ion,  that  it  was  intended  for  him  to  be  the  Superintendent  or 
managing  nun  of  the  location,  and  that  I  thought  he  ought  to  have  signed 
the  commission  and  thus  drawn  the  Uoverraent  appropriation. 

You  know  Mr.  Duncan  is  very  conscientious  in  what  he  does  or 
agrees  to  do.  I  am  so  well  satisfied  that  he  is  mistaken  in  this  matter 

that  I  write  you  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Duncan  was  in  Portland  this  mohth  and  went  to  dan  Francisco 
on  business  but  has  now  gone  back  to  Metlakahtla  and  expects  to  get 
things  in  such  shape  at  home  that  he  can  make  a  trip  to  Washington  more 
particularly  to  see  about  the  Fishing  interests  of  Alaska  than  anything 
else . 

Of  course  Mr.  Duncan  cannot  go  into  a  school-room  and  fill  the 
position  of  a  teacher  to  the  neglect  of  the  more  important  business  that 
he  is  carrying  on  there,  and  whether  he  goes  to  Washington  or  not  I  hope 
that  you  will  see  to  it  that  the  matter  is  so  arranged  that  the  appro-

Mou  will  notice  the  church  on  the  "Occident”  is  called  the 
Presbyterian  church,  that  was  altogether  a  mistake  of  the  "Occident’s", 
they  had  no  authority  whatever  to  call  it  a  Presbyterian  church  as  you 
will  see  the  last  item  of  my  article  refers  to  it  as  an  undenominational, 
self-supporting  Mission. 

Mr.  Duncan  has  engaged  a  man  from  Iowa  who  with  his  wife  will 
soon  be  on  the  ground  as  additional  teachers  to  give  the  more  advanced 
scholars  proper  instruction.

TERMS  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT. 


First,  You  are  required,  at  the  end  of  every  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  to  forward  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  a  full  and  accurate  quarterly  report  of  your  ministerial  labors,  giving  some  of  the  details 
of  the  various  departments  of  your  work,  and  the  encouragements  and  the  trials  connected  therewith,  together  with 
any  facts  or  suggestions  that  may  be  of  service  to  the  Board,  or  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church. 

Second,  On  the  reception  of  your  quarterly  report,  for  which  blanks  will  be  furnished,  the  amount  of  compen¬ 
sation  for  the  quarter,  as  determined  by  this  Agreement,  will  be  due  ;  and,  as  soon  afterwards  as  the  funds 
will  warrant,  a  check  for  the  same  will  be  forwarded  to  your  order  by  the  Treasurer  :  the  payment  for  the  last 
quarter  will  be  withheld  until  the  annual  contribution  required  by  the  “  Rules  for  Congregations,”  Art.  IV.,  and 
“  Rules  for  Missionaries,”  Art.  VII.,  has  been  reported  to  the  Board. 

Third,  You  are  expected  to  forward  to  the  Corresponding  Secretaries,  in  time  to  reach  them  by  the  first  of 
April ,  an  annual  statistical  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  that  date ,  or  for  such  portion  of  that  year  as 
you  have  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  An  Annual  Blank  for  this  purpose  will  be  furnished. 

The  following  questions  are  for  your  use  in  case  the  Annual  Blank  should  fail  to  reach  you  by  March  25  th  j  they 
have  NO  reference  to  your  quarterly  reports. 

1.  Name  of  missionary  (in  full)  and  P.  O.  address. 

2.  Name  of  church  or  churches  supplied  by  you. 

3.  Connected  with  Presbytery  of - . 

4.  Number  of  stations  supplied  at  regular  intervals. 

5.  Number  of  persons  received  on  examination. 

6.  Number  of  persons  received  by  certificate. 

7.  The  whole  number  of  communicants. 

8.  Average  attendance  on  public  worship. 

9.  Number  of  baptisms  :  adult  —  and  infant  — . 

10.  Number  of  Sabbath-schools  on  your  field. 

11.  Number  of  Sabbath-schools  organized  by  you. 

Fourth,  All  contributions  made  by  the  people  of  your  charge  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  you  will  please 
retain,  and  mention  the  fact  in  your  quarterly  report  only ,  requesting  that  the  amount  be  deducted  from  your  quar¬ 
terly  salary  ;  when  this  is  paid,  credit  will  be  given  to  the  congregation  contributing  the  same,  and  a  receipt 
forwarded  with  check  for  the  balance  due. 

Fifth,  This  Agreement  is  for  the  entire  field,  and  a  failure  to  preach  regularly  at  any  of  the  places  named 
in  it,  or  the  exchanging  of  one  of  these  places  for  another  not  herein  mentioned,  renders  void  the  Agreement, 
and  requires  a  subsequent  arrangement  between  the  Board  and  the  Presbytery  before  payment  can  be  made.

I -RULES  for  MISSIONARIES 

I.  The  aim  of  the  Missionary  should  be  to  build  up 
the  kingdom  of  Christ,  by  constant  and  prayerful  labor 
for  the  conversion  of  the  unregenerate,  the  edification  of 
believers,  and  the  training  of  the  children. 

II.  The  Missionary  must  be  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
tery  to  which  the  church  or  churches  under  his  ministry 
belong,  and  he  is  expected  to  reside  within  the  bounds 
of  his  field  of  labor. 

III.  The  Missionary,  after  obtaining  authority  from 
the  Presbytery,  should  organize  a  church  as  soon  as  it  is 
needed  in  every  suitable  locality  where  there  is  not  one 
already,  and  will  see  that  it  is  placed  at  once  under  the 
watch  and  care  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  it  naturally 
belongs.  He  is  urged  to  avoid  interfering  improperly 
with  existing  organizations,  or  multiplying  churches  from 
mere  sectarian  considerations. 


of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

IT.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  Missionary  should  en¬ 
deavor  to  secure  for  each  congregation  a  suitable  house 
of  worship. 

T.  He  is  expected  to  organize  a  Sabbath-school 
wherever  it  is  needed,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  see  that 
it  is  supplied  with  teachers  and  spiritual  oversight. 

YI.  He  is  to  cultivate  in  his  people  the  spirit  of  be¬ 
nevolence  by  inducing  them  to  contribute,  as  the  Lord 
hath  prospered  them,  to  all  the  objects  recommended  by 
the  General  Assembly. 

YII.  Every  congregation  receiving  Home  Mission  aid 
is  required  to  take  up  an  annual  collection  for  the  work 
of  the  Board. 

Till.  Under  NO  circumstances  are  Missionaries 
authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer. 


II.  RULES  for  CONGREGATIONS  applying  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 


I.  Every  church  should,  by  a  systematic  and  self- 
denying  effort,  or  by  union  with  one  or  more  neighboring 
churches,  endeavor  to  support  itself  before  seeking  aid 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  ;  and  when  it  becomes 
evident  that  aid  must  be  received,  the  smallest  amount 
needed  should  be  asked. 

II.  The  following  particulars  should  be  included  in 
the  application,  viz.: 

a.  The  Name  and  the  Post  Office  Address  of  the 
congregation,  and  of  the  Minister  to  be  appointed, 
with  a  statement  as  to  whether  he  is  engaged  in  any  other 
calling  besides  the  Ministry. 

b.  The  number  of  communicants,  and  the  average 
attendance  on  public  worship. 

c.  The  denomination  and  the  size  of  each  congregation 
immediately  contiguous,  with  the  distance  to  its  place  of 
worship. 

d.  The  state  of  business  in  the  community,  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  condition  of  the  people,  the  total  population  of 
the  place,  and  whether  it  is  increasing,  stationary  or 
diminishing. 

e.  The  total  Salary  which  the  applicants  purpose 
to  make  up,  and  the  portion  of  salary  which  they  pledge, 
and  the  arrangements  made  for  securing  it  ;  whether 
they  have  a  manse,  if  not,  the  probable  rent  of  a  suitable 
residence  for  the  Missionary  ;  whether  aid  is  expected 
from  any  other  source,  and  the  least  amount  that 
will  be  required  from  the  Board. 

f.  The  date  from  which,  and  the  length  of  time  for 
which,  aid  is  desired. 

g.  The  Presbyterial  relations  of  the  Minister  and  the 
congregation.  None  can  be  aided  by  the  Board  who  are 
not  in  connection  with  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

h.  The  application  should  be  signed  by  the  elders,  the 
deacons,  and  the  trustees  of  the  congregation,  so  far  as  it 
has  such  officers. 


III.  Churches  are  required  to  become  self-supporting 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  aid  should  not  be  asked  for  more 
than  five  years,  except  for  special  reasons  satisfactory 
both  to  the  Presbytery  and  the  Board. 

IV.  When  aid  is  granted  to  any  church,  it  is  done  on 
the  condition  that  it  shall  take  up  yearly  collections  as 
required  by  the  General  Assembly  (see  Minutes,  1889,  p. 
109). 

Y.  All  applications  for  the  renewal  of  aid  should  certify 
that  the  person  who  ministers  is  a  pastor,  or  give  reasons 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  why  the  pastoral  relation  has 
not  been  formed. 

YI.  All  applications  must  be  renewed  before  a  new 
appropriation  can  be  made.  In  seeking  renewals  all  the 
blanks  in  the  form  prepared  should  be  filled,  and  every 
item  of  information  necessary  to  the  complete  under¬ 
standing  of  the  case  be  furnished  the  Board.  Facts 
stated  in  former  applications  cannot  be  accepted  as  satis¬ 
factory  for  the  renewal.  The  certificate  of  the  minister, 
stating  whether  or  not  the  congregation  has  fulfilled  its 
former  pledge  for  his  support,  must  accompany  the  new 
application. 

YII.  The  applications  of  the  churches  should  be 
promptly  forwarded,  because  the  Board,  except  in  extra¬ 
ordinary  cases,  will  not  antedate  an  agreement  longer 
than  two  months  from  the  receipt  of  the  application. 

YIII.  By  special  direction  of  the  General  Assembly, 
every  application  must  be  approved  and  forwarded  by 
the  Presbytery  to  which  the  church  belongs,  or  by  its 
Committee  on  Home  Missions.  The  recommendation  of 
missionaries  and  the  amount  of  aid  asked  must  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  ballot.
